A seven-year-veteran of the 
Romulus Police Department 
has been fired following a po- 
lice chiefs hearing on a com- 
plaint filed by a woman 
motorist that the officer asked 
her to show him her genital 
area to avoid being arrested 
on a drug violation. 

The policeman, Clayton 
Stevens III, was fired by Police 
Chief Daryl Poe on April 11, 
following the chiefs hearing 
on May 4 of an incident that 
allegedly occurred on Valen- 
tine’s Day. 

According to police infor- 
mation, Stevens reportedly 
stopped a 29-year- old Taylor 
woman for a traffic violation 
and then placed her in his po- 
lice car. 

Then according to reports, 
Stevens reportedly found a 
quantity of marijuana and a 
knife in the woman’s car. Po- 
lice investigators said Stevens 
then reportedly offered the 
woman a deal in which if she 
exposed her genital area to 
him, he would not file the drug 
charge. 

Reportedly the woman com- 
plied with his request, but 
later complained to Steven’s 
superiors. 

A knife reportedly was 
found in a street drain near 
where the woman said the in- 
cident occurred, police said, 
and a traffic ticket he had writ- 
ten for the woman also was 
located. 

The chief’s hearing was 
called following the allega- 
tions, Poe said. First Stevens 
was put on suspension with 
pay and finally terminated 
from his job on May 11. 

Poe said Stevens has denied 
the charge made by the woman 
and has the right to appeal the 
job termination. 

Poe revealed a check of 
Stevens’ personnel file shows 
that he did earn one citation 
for aiding in the arrest of fire 
bomb suspects in 1992

Florence F. Atchison, 
mother of Romulus Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally, was eulogized 
Monday for having a lasting 
impact on both those she knew 
and those she never met. 

The Rev. Brad Lewis, pastor 
of the Community United 
Methodist Church, revealed 
Mrs. Atchison obviously had a 
tremendous impact on her 
family members. 

“She was the family histo- 
rian and a classic story teller, 
who kept the faith. As a young 
mother she often walked two 
miles to church with her chil- 
dren, sang in the choir and was 
a member of the church’s wo- 
men’s group,” Lewis said. 


“Florence, who was 94, grew 
up with a strong work ethic, 
which she passed on to her 
children. 

“She also influenced many 
who never knew her while she 
was an employee of the West- 
ern Union,” Lewis continued, 
“as she helped compose for 
many years the Easter Bunny 
and Santa-grams” that were 
popular in years gone by. 

Mrs. Atchison, who was 
born on June 19, 1900 in 
Barnes, Kan., later moved to 
Michigan. She resided first in 
Brownstown Township and fi- 
nally in Romulus. 

Her husband, Paul, died in 
1962. 

In addition to the mayor, she 
is survived by a sister, Irene 
Harper, three grandchildren 


and two great-grandchildren. 

Her funeral was conducted 
at the Crane Funeral Home, 
where many of her political, 
social and senior citizen cen- 
ter friends turned out to 
mourn her passing last Friday 
morning. 

A friendship time was of- 
fered later for family and 
friends at the center, where 
she was one of the top newslet- 
ter columnists in recent years 
offering the popular “Timely 
Tower Tidbits.” 

Burial was at Romulus 
Cemetery. 

The family recommends 
that memorials be sent to the 
Community United Methodist 
Church, the Ball Road Taber- 
nacle or the Community Bap- 
tist Church’s Women’s Club. 


Cyclist is first ’95 fatality

A 49-year-old Southgate mo- 
torcyclist became the first 1995 
traffic fatality in Romulus, 
when his cycle was struck at 
Middlebelt and Charles Street 
on May. 5. 

The victim, Thomas Ray- 
mond Hetterscheidt, was 
taken first to Annapolis Hospi- 
tal. Later he was flown to the 
University of Michigan Hospi- 
tals in Ann Arbor, where he 
died of closed head injuries 
three days later.

truck, as she was about to turn 
from Charles Street into 
Middlebelt. 

Romulus Traffic Officer Jer- 
ome Yoscovits said the victim, 
who was driving south on Mid- 
dlebelt, flew about 40-50 feet 
in the air after the collision. 


Saavedra was charged with 
negligent homicide. 

Then last Saturday morning 
a 41 -year-old Taylor man es- 
caped serious injury when his 
1983 AMC Alliance traveling 
south on Inkster Road was 
struck by a train south of 
Interstate-94. 

The train containing an en- 
gine and 55 freight cars 
pushed the car about a quarter 
of a mile. 

The driver, who faces possi- 
ble drunk driving charges, was 
treated at Annapolis Hospital 
for minor injuries and 
released. 

He reportedly told uniform 
police officers that he didn’t 
see the train until it hit him. 


Romulus me lits 
for artificial h

Charles Sprinkle believes he 
has broken a record. 

Known to his family and 
friends as “Chuck,” he has 
been flown to Pittsburgh after 
spending a record 61 days on a 
balloon style heart pump at 
Beaumont Hospital. The nor- 
mal time on such a pump is 
only 30 days. 

In sports, records are things 
to flaunt. But Sprinkle’s record 
has a major negative side 
which shows a continual dete- 
rioration of his seriously dam- 
aged heart. 

Once again like sports 
teams, being “No. 1” is usually 
an image to flaunt. 

But for-Sprinkle being “No. 
1” has not carried the signifi- 
cance he hoped. 

Because being “No. 1” in 
Michigan, Ohio and Indiana 
for a heart transplant unfor- 
tunately is not the final de- 
nominator when a heart 
transplant becomes available. 

Thus Sprinkle openly feels 
a little short-changed when 
others are given the available 
hearts before him. He feels 
bad that his blood type and 
sugar condition, make him less 
eligible for heart donations 
than others younger and 
healthier. 

Sprinkle, a Kentucky-native 
who has resided in Romulus 
for the past 18 years, is hoping 
at best that the new artificial 
heart he is to receive at Pres- 
byterian University Hospital 
in Pittsburgh, will give him a 
second chance at life. 

The device has been cre- 
ated only to assist patients, un- 
til they receive a real human 
heart. 

At worst, he hopes to at least 
give the organ transplant cycle 
a tremendous jolt - one that 
will at least touch the heart 
strings of motorists and others 
to sign on to an organ trans- 
plant program. 

It is important that the do- 
nor decide early that he or she 
agrees to such a transplant 
program, Sprinkle said, be- 
cause many survivors feel or- 
gan transplants are 
desecrations of loved ones’ 
bodies. 

Sprinkle and his family 
members are proud that they 
have long been signed on to 
the organ donor program, even 
before the former General Mo- 
tors employee had his first 
heart attack. 

But for Sprinkle the average 
Michigan resident is not aware 
of the significance of such

transplants. 

“When you speak to them of 
organ transplants,” he said, 
“its like you are speaking 
about something from outer 
space.” 

The public does not realize 
that no one is immune from or- 
gan disease and that one donor 
can save or greatly improve 
numerous lives. 

Laying in Beaumont Hospi- 
tal for 61 days gave him time 
only to sit and think, watch TV 
and read the Romulus Roman, 
he said. 

“It’s impossible to describe 
the emotional impact such an 
experience has on a person,” 
Sprinkle admitted. 

During his healthier years, 
Sprinkle said he enjoyed hunt- 
ing, fishing and camping with 
his family. 

Currently thanks to the posi- 
tive spirit of his wife, Pat, he 
has a strong desire to survive 
this ordeal. 

His wife has to balance the 
role of a special Romulus 
school bus driver for the hear- 
ing impaired and that of a fam- 
ily leader. 

Sprinkle hopes that his role 
will be advanced with a 
healthy heart. 

“I want to be able to help 
Pat with the chores. And if God 
helps me get through this, I 
want to get involved with a 
church,” Sprinkle vowed. 

In his Beverly Road home, 
Sprinkle has a wall posted 
with portraits of his wife, chil- 
dren and grandchildren. All 
those pictured on the wall in 
unison hope for his physical 
revival. 

Sprinkle shares that feeling, 
because he once again wants 
to fill the full role of husband, 
father and grandfather.

Western Wayne County com- 
munties are paying too much 
to house their prisoners in the 
county jail, according to mem- 
bers of the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne (CWW). 

The daily cost for inmates 
housed at the Wayne County 
Hamtramck jail complex 
should be slashed from $55 to 
$30 for local police depart- 
ments, the CWW urged last Fri- 
day morning. 

Meeting at Romulus City 
Hall, the conference members, 
representing 18 Western 
Wayne County communities, 
unanimously supported an or- 
dinance drawn up by Commis- 
sioner Bill O’Neil of Allen 
Park that would drastically cut 
the cost to local police depart- 
ments that send prisoners to

They are asking for fair 
wages, job security and afford- 
able health insurance. 

Negotiations are continuing 
between the SEIU Local 79 
bargaining team of Oakwood 
Health Systems and Oakwood 
management. After nearly a 
year of discussions, a settle- 
ment has yet to be reached. 

SEIU officials have been 
demonstrating at various Oak- 
wood hospitals and on May 18 
the target site is Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne. 

Nicole Black, a clerical 
worker with Oakwood Health 
System, said she is frustrated 
that Oakwood isn’t offering a 
fair agreement. 

“All Oakwood wanted to 
give was one percent,” said 
Black. “The average increase 
in the nation is 4.9 percent.” 

The most recent SEIU dem- 
onstration took place May 4 at 
the Heritage Hospital en- 
trance. SEIU members came 
from every hospital in the Oak- 
wood system including: An- 
napolis, Beyer, Heritage and 
Seaway, in addition to Central 
Laundry and Supply. 

“After that demonstration, 
Oakwood considered going up 
to a 2-percent increase,” said 
Black. “The Oakwood Health

Voters approved a millage 
in 1988 for the creation of such 
a jail, whose main function 
was to house misdemeanor 
prisoners, O’Neil said. 

Specific commitments were 
made that 180 beds would be 
set aside for Detroit court pris- 
oners and another 180 for sub- 
urban Wayne County inmates. 

But in reality in recent 
vears, O’Neil said the number 


System has made a good profit 
within the last few years. I’ve 
worked for the organization 
for 17 years. The last time we 
negotiated we only got a 3-per- 
cent increase. 

“This time, however, one of 
the big issues is health care.” 

Perhaps the most ironic as- 
pect of the negotiations is that 
affordable health care insur- 
ance for all the SEIU workers 
is an issue, especially when 
the employees are working for 
a health organization. 

“They are trying to reduce 
the health coverage,” Black 
said. “Now we are forced to 
take Select Care or pay for our 
own.

79. 

“This is affecting about 800 
people,” said Lathrop. “It in- 
cludes all the hospitals within 
the Oakwood Health System 
except for the main one in 
Dearborn. 

“Negotiations began in June 
of 1994. We’ve been talking a 
long time. The membership is

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Future of SMART bus service on May 23 ballot

Western Wayne County se- 
nior citizens, handicapped res- 
idents and minimum-wage 
type workers are riding on the 
hope that voters will turn out 
May 23 in support of the 
SMART bus millage. 

Voters in Romulus, Wayne, 
Westland and Inkster will be 
among those voting on the bus 
issue that would add 0.33 mills 


to local tax bills to continue 
and in some areas enhance lo- 
cal bus transportation 
opportunities. 

According to Michael Dug- 
gan, acting director of the 
SMART bus operations, the 
0.33 mills question, translates 
into an annual tax cost of 
$16.65 for homeowners of prop- 
erty valued at $100,000. 

If such transportation is ap 
proved by voters SMART offi- 
cials say a new (Dial-a-Ride) 


handicapped-elderly bus ser- 
vice would be opened in the 
Romulus area and a new Tele- 
graph Road line would open 
with a route of Telegraph to 
Eureka and to the Southland 
Center in Taylor. 

Beth Gibbons of SMART bus 
lines said 7,000 mostly low in- 
come workers use the buses to 
get to work and home now. If 
the bus line is continued and 
expanded, the buses will be 
able to reach work sites for 


150.000 other job holders and 

9.000 more employers. 

Gibbons said that the De- 
troit Chamber of Commerce is 
pressing hard for the passage 
of the SMART millage, stating 
that the person who bags your 
groceries or collects your 
movie theater tickets probably 
got to his or her job via the bus 
route. 

Fifty-nine percent of the 
bus ridership in Wayne, Oak- 
land and Macomb Counties is 


made up of employees going to 
work or coming home. Thirty- 
eight percent of those workers 
do not own cais and many do 
not have any other access to 
job situations, Gibbons 
explained. 

In addition to many low-in- 
come workers who would lose 
their jobs if the SMART buses 
stop running, Gibbons ex- 
plained, the bus lines would 
also have to terminate employ- 
ment for 800 of its workers, in- 


cluding bus drivers and office 
help. 

Some area towns such as 
Canton, Belleville, Van Buren 
and Sumpter have opted out of 
the millage vote, but Romulus 
city officials (who at first ques- 
tioned the wisdom of such a 
local vote) changed their 
minds when SMART agreed to 
pay the $10,000 election costs 
and said other transportation 
possibilities would arise if the 
bus operations were widely 
approved. 


Students warned not to drink and drive at prom

“All we ask is that you use 
those choices wisely. Try to 
think about what you are doing 
and try to be responsible.” 

Those words rang out in the 
Wayne Memorial High School 
auditorium last week as Wayne 
firefighters and police. 
Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (MADD) officials, An- 
napolis Hospital and the 
Palace Theatre Co. gathered to 
inform students not to drink 
and drive at the prom or any- 
time in their lives. 

The event was coordinated 
by Wayne firefighter Ken 
Chapman. 

“The program is broken 
down into two phases,” said 
Wayne Fire Chief Mike 
O’Brien. “The first phase con- 
sists of three speakers includ- 
ing a police officer explaining 
the incarceration process, a 
medical professional explain- 
ing the effects of alcohol on the

body’s motor skills and a 
mother whose son was killed 
in an alcohol related 
incident.” 

Phase two involved a mock 
accident involving a group re- 
turning fTom a prom party, and 
a young family. 


In the auditorium, Jenny 
Tomaszewski, MADD chapter 
administrator, drove the mes- 
sage home that if a person 
drinks and drives, an accident 
is bound to happen. 

“Think of one person that 
vou can’t do without and then 


think of that one person wiped 
out,” said. Tomaszewski. “Life 
is not funny. Speaking as a 
mother who lost a child in a 
drunk driving accident, I know 
how devastating it can be.” 

Students were given an al- 
cohol quick quiz which asked 
them to look over a series of 
questions. If they could answer 
yes to two or more of the ques- 
tions, then that would mean 
they are developing or already 
have a problem with alcohol. 

The questions included the 
following: 

• Does drinking cause you to 
miss work or school? 

• When you drink, do you 
feel more confident and less 
shy? 

• Has your drinking affected 
other’s opinions of your 
character? 

• Have you drank to escape 
from home, work or school 
problems? 

Students were also re- 
minded that a blood alcohol

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Chuck Stockwell has a 
dream. He would like to 
start one of the first char- 
ter schools in the state. 

He would like to do it in 
Wayne’s Monroe Elemen- 
tary, which is slated to be 
closed at the end of the 
current school year. 

Chuck’s dream, however, has hit a stumbling block 
in the form of the Wayne- Westland School District. 

Currently principal at Monroe, Stockwell took the 
early buyout that was offered to Wayne- Westland per- 
sonnel earlier this year. His ambition was not to re- 
tire, but instead, to start his own school. 

A veteran of many public school systems, Stockwell 
felt he had a better way. His school would not be 
strapped with rules and regulations that modern day 
teachers must now deal with. His school would con- 
centrate on teaching kids the basics rather than 
spending school time on district-wide politics. 

“The mission for the Monroe Developmental Acad- 
emy,” explained Stockwell, “is simply to provide a ba- 
sic elementary school education. We will guarantee 
that 80 percent of the students read and do math at 
grade level by the fourth grade.” Currently, 40 per- 
cent of Monroe students meet that criteria. 

The mission and overall game plan convinced Cen- 
tral Michigan University to extend a charter to Stock- 
well. That means Stockwell will receive the same per 
pupil revenues as the public school district (Wayne- 
Westland) does from the state. He now has the game 
plan, the financing, willing students and parents and 
many possible teachers. All he now needs is a loca- 
tion. 

He’s hoping Wayne-Westland will allow him to 
lease the school he is most familiar with, Monroe. 
Part of the reason he got involved in the charter 
school concept was because area parents demanded 
he do everything in his power to save Monroe. When 
that fight went down to defeat, they turned Stockwell 
on to the charter school concept. Many of the parents 
have worked nearly as aggressively as Stockwell to 
make Monroe a charter candidate. 

Wayne-Westland Schools, however, aren't sure that 
they want to part with Monroe — at least for the pur- 
pose of a charter school. Some school board members 
feel a charter school would take revenue away from 
Wayne-Westland schools. They are not interested in 
competing with a charter school for kids. 

That argument is understandable. Wayne-Westland, 
in the throes of its own financial inadequacies, does 
not want to give up a penny to another school. Allow- 
ing Stockwell to rent the former Monroe Elementary, 
although it would be a good source of rental income, 
would not, in the big picture, be of financial benefit 
to the school district. 

Stockwell sees it differently. He sees himself utiliz- 
ing and paying for many of the current services 
Wayne-Westland has to offer such as busing, insur- 
ance, food service, etc. Considering everything, he 
thinks the charter school could actually provide a de- 
cent source of income for Wayne-Westland. 

Whether Stockwell is successful in realizing his 
dream or not, charter schools will be a thorn in the 
side of public schools for a good long time. This is the 
beginning, I predict, of a new educational phenome- 
na. Charter schools will be popping up, here and 
there, in nearly all of Michigan’s communities. Even- 
tually public schools will need to figure out how to 
deal with them. I’m sure public school educators 
across the state are watching closely, as Wayne-West- 
land decides whether to cooperate with Stockwell or 
not. 

And if they don’t.. .Stockwell has other options. Part 
of his motivation is his daughter who has a brain tu- 
mor that has impaired her learning. He insists on be- 
ing with her all day long, and had that luxury at Mon- 
roe. If he fails to cut a deal with Wayne-Westland, 
Stockwell promises his academ> will locate else- 
where. You see, his daughter's health and education 
are far too important for Stockwell to entrust either 
to anyone else. 

I gotta feeling that this is one dream that will be- 
come reality. 
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Excellence in Journalism awards 
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Is ‘Debt Age’ 
ending? 

To the editor: 

Is the great "age of debt” 
coming to an end? Is the Key- 
nesian economic experi- 
ment destined to share the 
same fate as the socialist 
economic experiment? An- 
swer: Probably. Consider 
this. 

John Maynard Keynes was 
an English economics profes- 
sor who - quite simply - was 
given the job of saving west- 
ern capitalism in the 1930s. 

In those days, people were 
sick and tired of the boom 
and bust of the business cy- 
cle. In Europe and America, 
the Great Depression had 
come to visit - and then de- 
cided to move in. Unemploy- 
ment was way too high. 

To many people, socialism 
was starting to took like the 
only way out. Capitalism 
needed some answers - 
Quick! 

Enter Keynes. The era of 
“user friendly” capitalism 
had begun. Keynes asked - 
What if the economy were 
managed to achieve only full 
employment? And let all the 
other economic variables be 
damned. He concluded that 
the liberal use of debt and 
deficit spending (borrowing) 
by the government would 
keep the economic gears 
greased, and the “consump- 
tion” pump primed. 

Guess what? It worked! (af- 



ter a fashion). The capitalist 
Armageddon was postponed. 
In Russia, Stalin was really 
upset. Why? Because, we 
“cheated.” He knew it. We 
knew it. But - all’s fair - 
right? The future was 
sealed. From now on it 
would be - Bye, Bye, Gold 
Standard. Hello, paper mon- 
ey. 

But - there were doubters. 
Keynes was often asked 
about the long run conse- 
quences of all this debt and 
deficit spending. His clever 
answer? “In the long run 
we’re all dead.” 

Again, of course, he was 
right. Keynes died in 1946. 

If Keynes has wanted to be 
really clever and prescient 
he might have said - “In the 
long run it’s - 1995!’”

As I glanced through one of 
the daily newspapers this 
week, I noticed an article 
which stated that Michigan is 
losing millions of potential tax 
dollars because smokers are 
purchasing cigarettes from 
nearby states where the tax 
burden is much lower. 

Since the state tax rose from 
25 cents to 75 cents per pack, 
the smuggling of cigarettes has 
become a lucrative business, 
bringing up to $100,000 profit 
for a truckload of out-of-state 
cigarettes. 

On a smaller scale, individ- 
uals are including purchases 
of several cartons of their fa- 


vorite brands when they make 
short trips to nearby states. 

It is not surprising to me 
that this is happening. Any 
time a large tax levy is placed 
on a popular item, the poten- 
tial for tax evasion accom- 
panies it, especially when the 
item is available with less 
taxes in nearby Ohio or 
Indiana. 

The public will only pay a 
certain level of taxes, and 
when they feel that the burden 
is too great, they will find a 
way to evade it. Obviously, this 
is being done in Michigan. 

Because cigarette smoking 
has become “politically incor- 


rect," tobacco has become an 
easy target for tax hikes. Not 
only can the legislators sweep 
a few extra millions into the 
state coffers by hiking tobacco 
taxes, but, at the same time, 
they can tell us that it for our 
own good - they are helping to 
save us from potential ill- 
nesses and also are putting the 
tax dollars into education.

Educator explains whole-language concept

Like many school districts 
throughout the country, Ro- 
mulus schools changed from 
the traditional methods of 
teaching reading and writing 
to a whole-language approach. 

Like anything new or differ- 
ent, whole-language instruc- 
tion is both exciting and 
controversial. This approach 
is based on a belief that chil- 
dren best learn to read and 
write in the same way that they 
learned to speak-fYom whole 
to part. Simply put, they learn 
language as a whole process 
using reading, writing, and 
oral language skills, and then, 
gradually they refine the dif- 
ferent skills that make up the 
language process. The instruc- 
tional focus is primarily on 
language meaning, rather than 
specific skills. 

So, with the whole-language 
approach, less emphasis is 
placed on basic skills. Instead, 
a whole-language teacher of- 
ten uses a wide variety of in- 
structional materials, such as 
big and little books, maga- 
zines, and spoken and visual 


materiai. In the whole-lan- 
guage classroom, children are 
the focus. Students are urged 
to actively participate in the 
learning process by focusing 
their reading and writing on 
subjects that interest them. In 
this approach, there is less or 
no reliance on the commonly 
used basal reading textbooks - 
texts that include stories de- 
signed around specific skills. 

In contrast, the more tradi- 
tional skills-based approaches 
to beginning reading and writ- 
ing instructions are based on 
the premise that young chil- 
dren learn to read and write 
best when taught specific 
skills in controlled, sequential 
steps. In this approach, the 
basal reading textbooks like 
the Ginn Readers are used; 
therein lies the controversy. 

Some commonly used 
whole-language instructional 
strategies include invented 
spelling, which encourages 
students to begin writing im- 
mediately, even if they do not 
know the correct spelling of all 
the words they write. In basal 
texts, emphasis is placed on 
correct spelling of all the 
words they write. In basal text, 
emphasis is placed on correct 


spelling and pronunciation 
from the beginning. Activities 
in whole-language classrooms 
are often socially oriented and 
interactive, and many projects 
feature collaborative reading 
and writing, involving students 
working together, as opposed 
to individually, as is often the 
case in basal-text classrooms. 
Journal- writing is encouraged 
so that students can respond to 
a piece of literature that they 
have read or anything else that 
interests them. 

Most whole-language advo- 
cates believe that phonics or 
formal work analysis instruc- 
tion is not only unnecessary 
but harmful because it forces a 
child to concentrate on the 
sounds and symbols of the lan- 
guage, and not on the meaning 
of the text. No so, here in Ro- 
mulus. We believe that pho- 
netic skills development is a 
very important part of lan- 
guage instruction. So, rather 
than ignore phonics instruc- 
tion, we put it in proper per- 
spective. In our schools, 
phonics and other language- 
arts skills are primarily taught 
in the Computer Assisted In- 
struction Classroom (CAIC) 
with the computer-driven Inte-

grated Learning Systems. Each 
day, students are scheduled 
into the CAIC for their basic 
skills instruction in both lan- 
guage arts and mathematics. 

In conclusion, while we 
have moved to a whole-lan- 
guage approach to regarding 
instruction - from while to part 
- we will continue to place an 
equal emphasis on basic skills 
development. The language 
processes of reading, writing, 
speaking, and listening are in 
tegrated in the whole-language 
instruction with an emphasis 
on meaning and with direct 
word-analysis skills, such as 
phonics, taught as needed in 
the learning process. 

As parents, you are encour- 
aged to talk to your child’s 
teacher and the principal to 
find out more about whole lan- 
guage so that you, too, will 
have a better understanding of 
what it is and how you can ass- 
ist at home.

If you want the go-anywhere 
ability of a Hummer without 
the limo-like size, the freshly 
designed Chevrolet Tahoe is 
the best choice available un- 
der thirty thousand dollars. 

The first thing that you will 
notice about the Tahoe is that 
it towers above everything else 
on the road, short of a semi- 
truck. 

Without trying to sound sex- 
ist, the 1995 Tahoe is a manly 
truck, that can intimidate traf- 
fic for miles around. The word 
“manly” typically is used to de- 
scribe something very large 
and brutish. This is a great fea- 
ture of the car if you are six- 
feet tall. 

For me, 1 miss out by about 
four inches. Seeing that the av- 
erage female is my height, this 
truck would be very difficult 
for ingress and egress. Loading 
the rear of the vehicle involves 
a rather strange maneuver. 
Place the cargo on the tailgate, 
then jump up on the tailgate. 
While on your knees, you slide 
the cargo into position. It’s not 
as easy as it sounds. 

The Tahoe is a genuine pi- 
oneer of the sport-utility field. 
It is the first truck to adopt car- 
like characteristics. Born in 
the late 1960s with a Blazer 
nameplate, the Tahoe badge 
arrived with a complete over- 
haul of this product in 1992. 
For 1995, the news is a fresh 
interior and the addition of a 
four-door body style. 

Practically every inch of the 
Tahoe’s interior benefits from 
up-to-4he-minute thinking. 
There’s an air bag for the 
driver. An interlock mecha- 
nism prevents shifting the au-

tomatic transmission out of the 
park position unless the 
driver’s foot is depressing the 
brake pedal. 

The instrument panel is a 
blend of aesthetics, utility and 
convenience. The instrument 
cluster contains a neat array of 
white on black analog gauges 
accented with red-orange nee- 
dles as critical zone markings. 
The sound system and heating 
and air conditioning controls 
are centrally located within an 
easy reach of the front 
passengers. 

All switches are er- 
gonomically designed with a 
high quality feel. Dual cup 
holders slide out of a neat stor- 
age compartment positioned 
at the center of the dash. The 
low mounted ashtray offers 
two electrical accessory 
outlets. 

As before, two engines are 
available on the Tahoe, a 5.7 
liter V-6 and a 6.5 liter turbo 
diesel V-8. Fitted with an all- 
new interior, the 1995 Tahoe 
represents an enviable mix of 
car comforts with tough truck 
mobility and towing ability. 

The Tahoe has a base price 
of $22,000, loaded with options, 
my tester had a price of 
$29,956. For the extra seven 
grand, I received leather inte-

rior, remote keyless entry, air 
conditioning, remote mirrors, 
AM/FM with cassette and 
power windows and locks. 

Thirty thousand dollars for 
a truck? Well, what can I say? 
If you have a boat or trailer 
with a couple of kids and a dog, 
this should be your vehicle. It 
offers luxury appointments 
while still being able to pull 
the stumps out of your yard. If I 
had to find one fault with the 
Tahoe, it would be the gas 
mileage. It is rated at 12 mpg in 
the city and 15 mpg on the 
highway.

Parents develop good connection with local preschoolers 


Parents of preschoolers in 
five Wayne County School Dis- 
tricts are finding effective 
ways to prepare their children 
for schools - and the results 
have been gratifying to parents 
and teachers alike. 

The Parent Connector pro- 
gram provides parents of pre- 
schoolers in the Inkster, 
Westwood, Van Buren, Ecorse 
and River Rouge school dis- 
tricts with free, in-home help 
to prepare their children for 
school. 


For example, Ruby Seifud- 
din's son, Kareem, 4, was too 
shy to be comfortable going to 
school, but now he’s a happy 
outgoing 5-year-old finishing 
kindergarten. His mother 
credits the program with the 
changes in Kareem and his 
success this year in the Baylor/ 
Woodson kindergarten in 
Inkster. 

Pat Ammon, a 25-year vet- 
eran teacher, has seen chil- 
dren change and grow with 
heip from the Parent Con- 


nector program. She teaches 
kindergarten at Thorne Pri- 
mary' in the Westwood School 
District 

Through the program, a 
group of parents who have had 
successful parenting experi- 
ences serve as “parent con- 
nectors” providing biweekly 
home visits with parents of 
preschool and kindergarten 
youngsters. During these one- 
hour sessions, the parent con- 
nectors demonstrate learning 


activities to help prepare chil- 
dren for school. 

The program focuses on giv- 
ing parents the skills they 
need to help their children 
and complements what Am- 
mon is doing in her kinder- 
garten classroom. The parent 
connectors play a crucial role 
in helping other parents un- 
derstand that parent involve- 
ment makes a big difference 
for children. 

In addition to the home 
visits, parents receive free ma- 


terials and ideas for follow-up 
activities to reinforce learn- 
ing. The program also provides 
flee family field trips, classes 
for parents and special con- 
nections with the school. 

Seifuddin noted that her 
son gets along better with 
other children and was better 
prepared for kindergarten be- 
cause of the program. 

Pat Ammon also has seen a 
difference in parents who par- 
ticipate in the program. 

“When parents fee! more 


confident, children’s attitudes 
change,” Ammon said. “My at- 
titude has always been ‘Come 
in and see what we’re doing 
and then go and do these 
things at home.’”

Kelly opposes revenue sharing cuts for cities 


State Rep. Tom Kelly iD- 
Waynei co-sponsored House 
Joint Resolution “O” calling 
for a constitutional amend- 
ment to prevent future state 
revenue sharing payments to 


counties, cities and townships 
from being cut. 

“Congress has been cutting 
federal services and dollars 
over the years and passing the 
buck to states,” said Kelly. 


“Gov. John Engler has been do- 
ing the same to local govern- 
ment by reducing state 
revenue sharing payments.” 

Revenue sharing of the 
sales tax is currently required 


under the state constitution. 

Although current state laws 
covering the Single Business 
Tax and income tax also in- 
clude provisions mandating 
that revenue be shared with 


ciues, villages anil lownsnips, 
these are not presently guar 
anteed under the constitution, 
according to Kelly. 

In his proposed 1995-96 bud- 
get, Engler is seeking to 


change the state revenue shar- 
ing formula in order to cut $81 
million intended for local 
units of government. 

According to Kelly, revenue 
sharing has been reduced.

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International fashion photographer 
shares secret to success in industry

Some photographers may 
measure success by the nu- 
mber of magazine covers they 
have to their credit or rolls of 
film shot, for international 
fashion photographer Emin 
Kadi, success means working a 
17 hour day and never feeling 
like he even went to work. 

Kadi, 33, has been a fashion 
photographer for the last four 
years, finding a natural sense 
of know-how behind the lens of 
a camera. 

“I stumbled upon something 
I love to do and it doesn’t feel 
like work,” said Kadi. 

The young photographer’s 
history reads like a do-it-your- 
self book. Kadi started out an 
architecture student on a 
tennis scholarship attending 
college after graduation. Fol- 
lowing an injury to his hand, 
ending his hopes of being a se- 
rious player, he took the ad- 
vice of a girlfriend who 
suggested he try modeling. 

“For the first year I said no 
until I met a guy at an advertis- 
ing agency that said I should 
put some photo’s together and 
he’d find work for me,” said 
Kadi. 

For the next eight years 
Kadi was involved with agen- 
cies in New York. Chicago and 
overseas modeling in shows, 
magazines and doing shoots all 
over the world finding a great 
deal of success in the states as 
well as abroad in South Africa. 
As time would tell though the 
way's of the model got oid and 
Kadi was in search of some- 
thing else to do. 

“1 felt like I did all I could 
do and had gone as far as I 
could at that time,” Kadi said. 

The frustrations that follows 
a lot of male models include 
lower pay scales in relation to 
their female counterparts. 

“I did a big show overseas 
and made about $1,500. the fe- 
male model walking with me 
at a showing of men’s fashions 


made close to $7,000 for the 
same work.” 

Feeling satisfied with the 
work he had done and disap- 
pointed with the ways of the 
industry Kadi turned to acting, 
doing about 30 commercials in 
total. Finally he returned 
home to Westland to relax and 
get away from what he thought 
he grew tired of. 

“I took a waiter job for 
about four days, then I real- 
ized I had to keep working in 
the business so I began to book 
talent for a modeling agency,” 
said Kadi. 

The agency job required 
him to book and groom talent 
and to send them overseas for 
jobs he found through his own 
foreign connections. Kadi tells 
of an afternoon when the agen- 
cies best model couldn’t be 
shot because their was a prob- 
lem with the camera and an- 
other photographer couldn’t 
be reached. 

“I hated what I was doing 
because I became everybody’s 
mother and father. The model 
came crying to me about not 
being able to be shot so I said, 
‘I don’t know what I’m doing 
but I’ll shoot you’, and that was 
it,” said Kadi. 

Kadi’s first roil of film went 
off to New York with the model 
and suddenly more than 20 
agencies had bookings with 
her following the shoot with 
Kadi. The agency he was work- 
ing for suggested he start 
shooting instead of booking 
and as he sees it the rest is his- 
story. 

Over the last four years 
Kadi has shot more than 1000 
models with a portfolio that 
looks like a travel guide to the 
most exotic locations with the 
most beautiful women. "I've 
been all over the world includ- 
ing Vienna, Milan, Paris, 
Egypt, Greece and Switzer- 
land. I found Greece to have 
the best lighting. Egypt is the 
best location to shoot and 
South Africa because vou can 




drive 20 miles in any direction 
and get a different kind of feel 
from the landscape,” said 
Kadi. 

At home in his Westland stu- 
dio Kadi finds the work never- 
ending. Busy preparing for a 
shoot with a model he discov- 
ered locally, he finds solace in 
being in control, making be- 
hind the camera decisions as 
well as the styling, make-up 
and clothing judgments. 


“Bring out the color of her eyes 
more,” says Kadi to Jessica 
Beaton his make-up artist in 
training. 

“I like control. I do for the 
models what I wanted done for 
me, putting myself in their 
shoes,” said Kadi. 

Being aware of the kind of 
raw talent he possesses Kadi 
uses his friend and local stylist 
Jeffrey Beaton on all of his lo- 
cal w'ork. While on a three- 


month shoot for Elite in Paris, 
one of the largest agencies in 
the world, Kadi plans to fly 
Beaton out to work with him 
acknowledging his friends 
level of expertise. 

“I think he’s one of the best 
stylists in the country,” said 
Kadi. 

The local photographers 
works are featured at Beaton’s 
salon in Birmingham, Jeffrey 
Beaton and Colors. “The whole 
salon is a gallery of Emin’s 
work. We’re currently adding 
some of his newest photo’s to 
the walls of the salon,” said 
Beaton. The two agree each 
has a passion for their own 
work that they not only appre- 
ciate in each other but under- 
stand. “We both have the vi- 
sion and expectations it takes 
to be successful,” said Kadi. 

Kadi admits success has 
been hard work. “I sometimes 
feel like I’ve opened up a can 
of worms I can’t close,” said 
Kadi. 


Kadi will have a collection 
of his work on display at the 
Detroit Institute of Arts from 
mid-June through July 16. Cur- 
rently working in Paris, the 
young photographer aspires to 
work for all of the big name 
fashion magazines in the years 
to come. 

Multi-talented with a desire 
to control, Kadi is learning all 
aspects of his profession in- 
cluding production, lay-out 
and design as well as growing 
as a photographer. “While 
working in Paris I’ll be shoot- 
ing as a contributing editor for 
Detroit Monthly and sending my 
work back to the states for 
them to use,” said Kadi excited 
about each new endeavor. 

For now Kadi will spend the 
next three-months working 
abroad with some of the big- 
gest names in fashion photo- 
graphy working towards his 
dream. “I swear I don’t know 
what I’m doing - it just comes 
naturally,” said Kadi. 
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
